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Redrawing county commission districts to start 


The Charlevoix County Apportion- 
ment Board will meet Tuesday night to 
begin discussing: how to redraw the 
boundary | lines of the county board of 
commissioners’ districts. 

The meeting will be held at 7:30 p.r m. 
Tuesday in the courtroom of the County 
Building in Chartevoix. 

The’ board “received final census 
figures for the county last week and 
held an organizational meeting Mon- 


_ day. 


County Prosecutor Scott Beatty was 
elected chairman of the apportionment 


. board Monday, and County Clerk Jane 


Brannon was named recording clerk. 


Other members of the board are 
County Treasurer Anah Potter, Demo- 
cratic Party Chairman Fritz Allard and 
Republican Chairman Donald Hufford. 


The board has 60 days to redistrict 
the county commission and file a plan 
with the Michigan Secretary of State. 
This redistricting is done every 10 years 
by law, after the census. 

Population shifts shown in the census 
must be taken into account in re- 
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drawing the boundaries so that all 
districts have approximately equal 
population. 

The final census county shows Char- 
levoix County’s official £980 population 
to be 19,907, a 20.3 percent increase of 
the 1970 figure of 16,541. 

The apportionment board will also 
have to tackle the politically contro- 
versial question of whether the size of 
the board of commissioners should be 
reduced. 

Earlier this year, a citizens group Jed 
by Williaa Ohle of Horton Bay and Don 
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Smith of Charlevoix made a public 
appeal for reducing the size of the 
Charlevoix County Commission, which 
now has 15 members from 15 dis- 
tricts. 


They pointed out that most counties 
of similar population have fewer com- 
missioners than Charlevoix County. 


Reducing the county commission to 
seven or nine members. would cut 


commission expenses. It might also 
streamline. the decision-making pro- 


SESS, they said. 
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According to figures provided by the 
county clerk, each county commissioner 
is paid an average of $3,624 per year. 
That would result in a savings of 
$22,000 to $29,000 if six or eight 
commissioners were eliminated. 

The idea of reducing the size of the 
county cominission was not universally.- 
popular—especially ‘among current 
commissioners. 

Most of them said reducing the 
number of commissioners would create 
more of’a burden (and perhaps neces- 
sitate salary increases) for the fewer

commissioners because they would be 
forced to do more committee work. 

The idea of hiring a county manager 
to ease the burden of committee work. 
was also discussed. 

Proponents said a professional 
administrator would help the county run 
more efficiently. Opponents thought the 
cost might be too high and accounta- 
bility might be low for an appointed 
Official. 

The final decision on the number of 
commissionets . now rests with the 
apportionment board. 
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EJ city supt. resigns after two months

EAST JORDAN - City Superintendent 
of Public Works Rush Cattell resigned 
Tuesday night after only two months on 
the job. 

The resignation was announced by 
City Attorney Roy Hayes after a 


“50-minute closed executive session of 


the city council. Cattell did not retuin to 


_ the council meeting after the executive 


session. 

“After the meeting, Mayor Archie 
Nemecek said Cattell decided to resign 
because Cattell knew that unfavorable 
information about his city management 
background was about to be printed in 
The Charlevoix County Press. 

Those stories were prepared before 
Cattell’s resignation was announced, 


’ and they are printed in this issue of The 


Press. 

Cattell had been given a draft copy of 
The Press stories a week ago so that he 
could respond with any additional 
information he felt was relevant. City 

»officials were also given a preliminary

copy of the story. 

Mayor Nemecek said Cattell felt ‘He 
wouldn’t be able to accomplish anything 
in town once those stories came out, so 
he resigned."’ 

The council unanimously accepted his 
resignation and agreed to pay Cattell for 
the rest of November, although he 
would not be required to report for work 
after Nov. 4. 

The council called a special meeting 
for 7 p.m. Thursday to discuss finding a 
replacement for Cattell and to review 
credentials of former applicants who 
might still be available.

Rush Cattell for their top city admin-

During the list several weeks, an 
investigation by the Press has revealed 
that: 

*Cattell has resigned from four city 
management positions in the past 5% 
years after having disputes with the city 
councils in Manistique, Sault Ste. 
Marie, Litchfield and Cheboygan. He 
was asked to leave his last three 
positions, 

Cattell has been investigated by the 
ethics committee of the Michigan 
chapter of the International City Man- 
agement Association. The committee 
recommended that Cattell not be al- 
lowed future membership in the organ- 
ization .after investigating several 


charges of ‘'gross mismanagement or 
impropriety.’’ (See related story.) 

*Significant discrepancies are evident 
on the resume Cattell gave to the East 
Jordan City Council. when he was 
applying for his current position. (See 
related story.)

City Clerk-Treasufr,“ Fern Morris 
said, “‘The two rstefences I checked 
both gave him good recommenda- 
tions.”’

One East Jordan council member, 
who did not want his name used, said he 
and other council members may have 
been ‘‘a little too anxious and a little too 
greedy”’ in hiring Cattell. 

Cattell seemed almost too good to be 
true, the council member said. ‘‘We 
had about 60 applicants for the job and 
we interviewed six or eight of them. 


Several discrepancies 
on Cattell’s resume 


The Press has discovered several 
significant discrepancies on Rush 
Cattell gave the resume to East Jordan 
city officials when he was being inter- 
viewed for the position of superinten- 
dent of public works in August. 

The resume provided three pages of 
background on Cattell, including his 
education and job experience. Several 
photocopied excerpts from that resume 
are reproduced adjacent to this story. 
The discrepancies are numbered: 

1. Cattell’s resume states that he was 
city manager of Cheboygan ‘‘from 1979 
to 1981.” However, city officials in

salary of $22,500, which is $5,000 less, 
than the salary paid to his East Jordan’ 
predecessor, Herman Rasch. 

His pay also took a drop from two of 
his previous positions. In 1977, Cattell 
was paid $26,750 a year in Sault Ste. 
Marie, and in 1979 he was paid $24,000 
a year in Cheboygan.

Cattell, who is now 55, took his first 
city manager's job in Manistique in 
1972. Before that, he had been an 
engineer with the firm of McNamee, 


Porter and Seeley. 

Cattell worked in Manistique for four 
years and decided to leave when his 
relationship with the city council be- 
came strained. 

However, an editorial in the local 
newspaper said Cattell and the council 
‘thad gotten Manistique moving 
again.”’ 

‘During the past six months a strain 
had become apparent with the council 
and city manager at odds over a variety 
of issues,’’ the editorial said. Replacing 
him wouldn't be easy, because ‘‘Rush 
Cattell had few equals at getting state 
and federal funding for local projects,’’

EJ] school district voters 
approve 3 mills in close vote 


EAST JORDAN - School. district 
voters approved a three mill tax rate 
increase Tuesday by a 598-556 margin. 

The increase will provide about 
$151,000 in local property tax revenues 
to make up for about $157,000 in state 
aid reductions which were not finalized 
until after the beginning of the school 
year. 

A big factor in the state aid reduction 
was an enrollment drop of about 80 
students, 

Requests for extra millage failed four 
times during the 1980-81 school year--a 
year that also saw a month- ‘itis 
teachers’ strike. 

But a tentative ‘grdeinant on a new 
teachers’ contract was announced -last 
week after more than a year of 
negotiations. Some obsetvers felt this 
agreement helped - account for the 
passage of extra millage Tuesday.

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Local chefs give tips on cooking wild game 


BY GERI SANTEK © 
Long recognized as a hunters’ para- 


dise, Northern. Michigan offers abun-: 


dant game for the outdoors enthusiast. 
But the thrill of the sport is only half the 
fun. Cooking with game can be a 
satisfying experience for the fledgling 
cook and wordly gourmand alike. 

- Finding success with wild game 
cookery is not difficult once you learn 
the basic rules. For best flavor, game 
animals should be skinned and game 
birds plucked as soon as possible. 

The entrails should be removed and 
the meat washed and chilled. Trim the 
fat, because although game animals do 
not develop the heavy layer of fat 
characteristic of domestic livestock, 
their fat is strong tasting and even a 
small amount will affect the flavor of the 
meat. 

All wild meat benefits from aging— 
one or two days for young animals and 
up to four days for older, tougher meat. 

While any good cookbook will give 
you valuable advice on game cookery, 


we asked loc&l chefs to share their own — E 


secrets. 

Bill Drenth, East Jordan realtor and 
hunting enthusiast, cooks all of his wild 
foods—beaver, venison, coon, rabbit— 
in a Weber kettle grill, regardless of the 
weather. 

Long aftermost backyard grills have 
been put away, Drenth is using his. 
“Pye been out there in 20 degrees

The services may be performed by a 
registered nurse, speech therapist, 
physical therapist, or home health aide.

below zero,’’ he says, ‘cooking every- 
thing from venison roasts to 27 Ibs, of 
fileted rabbit legs."’

Herbs and spices find their way into 

Drenth’s recipes in an unusual manner. 
‘I just reach in the cupboard and grab 
one,”’ he laughs. 
. He also incorporates the ‘‘one for the 
kettle—one for the cook’’ method of 
cooking with wine. Actually his skill has 
a game cook comes from years of 
experience. 

For the novice, Drenth offers these 
tips: Tough meats like older rabbits or 
dark flavorful bear meat can be 
pounded and prepared like swiss steak. 
When cooking meat, especially rac- 
coons, be sure to remove all the fat. For 
more juicy and flavorful meats, baste 
often. 

Bill Drenth’s success as a wild game 
chef is in the eating. ‘']’ve never seen 
much food go to waste,’’ he says. 

For game with a more continental 
flair, Ellsworth’s Rowe Inn serves up 
specialities that have been delighting 
diners for the past nine years. While the 
European cuisine is mainly French— 
but German, Scandinavian and Italian 
dishes are also featured. 

Ironically, in this hunters’ mecca, the 
Rowe Inn can’t always find the USDA 
approved game meats that are neces- 
sary for their recipes. ‘‘If it were easier 
to get we would use it more,’ says 
Harlan '‘Pete’’ Peterson, manager/chef 
of the Rowe. 

Peterson recommends dressing the 
kill as soon as possible and trimming all 
the fats before cooking. ‘It’s the fat 
that harbors that gamey taste,” he 
Says. 

And contrary to what many first- 
time cooks believe, wild game does not 
have to be well-done. ‘People generally 
think they have to cook the death out of 
game,’ says Peterson. ‘Actually, a 
young venison steak can be cooked rare 

just like beef.”’. 

Game birds are another popular 
favorite. Any game bird is leaner than 
chicken which is 20 to 30 percent fat and 
can be prepared in different ways."’ 
Peterson adds. Squab, partridge, 
pheasant, duck. and woodcock lend 
themselves easily to the gourmet touch. 

Forget all those horror stories you've 
ever heard about cooking game. Wild 
meats need not have the flavor and 
texture of great-grandfather's old boots

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- An ethics committee of the Interna- 
tional City Management Association 
(ICMA) . has - investigated ~ several 
charges of ‘‘gross mismanagement or 
impropriety’? against Rush Cattell. 


Cattell, who is now East Jordan’s -- 


superintendent: of public works,.-was 
investigated for alleged problems that 
occurred when he was Manistique city 
manager. from 1972.to 1976. 

After conducting an investigation, the 
ethics committee of the Michigan 
chapter of the ICMA recommended that 
Cattell not be allowed full member- 
ship in the organization. _ 

“According: to Laurence Rutter, as- 
sociated director of the ICMA in 
Washington, D.C., Cattell was an as- 
sociate member of the city management

association when he worked in Man- 


* istique. 


Rutter said the purpose of the ICMA 
is to encourage professional standards 
and to assure that members of the 
association abide by a code of ethics. 

Cattell’s conduct was questioned 
when he applied for full membership in 
ICMA. At this time, an objection was 
made and several charges were filed 
against Cattell. 

Midland City Manager Cliff Miles 
headed the ethics committee that 
investigated the charges against 
Cattell. 


“We investigated about six charges - 


of gross mismanagement or impro- 
‘priety,”” he said. On one of the 


a oo A To en reed 


charges, the committee was able to 
obtain from city employees affadavits 
“that clearly showed Cattell had used 
city equipment and manpower on his 


"personal property near Manistique.” 


Manistique Superintendent of Public 
Works Mike Faketty said the incident 


involved the use of a city employee and _ 
- equipment to plant trees at Cattell’s 


home. 


Miles said the committee might have 
been able to confirm some of the other 
charges against Cattell “if we had 
subpoena power, but we didn’t. So we 
stopped when we fully documented the 
one charge.” 

When he was confronted with the 


final report of the ethics committee, 
Cattell did not choose to defend his 
actions, Miles said. : 

The state ethics. committee recom- 


mended that the national executive 


board reject Cattell’s application for full 
membership. However, Cattell was 


dropped from associate membership for . 


non-payment of dues before a final 
decision was made by the executive 
committee. 

“‘He wasn’t exactly thrown out, but 
he chose to opt out,’’ Miles said. 

**When the Charlevoix County Press 
first contacted Cattell to ask him about 
the ICMA charges against him, Cattell 
said he had ‘‘never heard of any City 
Management Association.’’ (However,

Cattell also told the Press that. he 
knew of no charges made against him 
by the ICMA.

“There is absolutely no doubt that he 
knew we were conducting an investi- 
gation,”’ Rutter said.

the newspaper said. 

Mayor Reque still maintains that 
Cattell '‘did a very good job”’ as city 
manager of Manistique. ‘‘He brought 
us more than $20-million in grants. We 
were very impressed with him.’’ 

Reque admitted that Cattell was not 
popular with everyone, ‘‘but I think 
eight out of 10 people you would talk to 
in town would say he was one of the best 
managers we ever had.”’ 

Cattelf’s main critic in Manistique 
was city councilman Doug Rose. Ac- 
cording to articles in the local news- 
paper, Rose repeatedly questioned the 
city’s use of $25,000 in revenue sharing 
funds. 

A newspaper story on Jan. 15, 1976, 
reported that the city auditors found no 
misuse of revenue sharing funds, but 
advised that ‘‘more care be taken 
preparation of revenue sharing use 
reports so that they will coincide with 
actual expenditures made.”’ 

“We're all guilty of sloppy book- 
keeping, but no more than that,” 
Cattell was quoted as saying. 

More problems surfaced after Cattell 
left Manistique. Hired to replace him 
was Bob Risik, who told the Press: ‘‘The 
city was experiencing a serious finan- 
cial crisis when I took over. The council 
had issued about $80,000 fi tax antici- 
pation notes to cover their over-spend- 
ing from the previous year.” 

‘‘We were also in a very serious 
predicament with the federal depart- 
ment of Housing and Urban Develop-

ment (HUD),’’ Risik said. He said HUD 
was threatening to fine the city be- 
cause some of its funds were not used as 
the grant stipulated. 

Risik and the next two Manistique 


city managers all had to try to resolve 
‘the HUD funding questions. In the end, 


a total of $117,000 was repaid to HUD. 

- The problem, city officials explained, 
was that Cattell had used the $117,000 
to pay for work done before the grant 
was approved or to pay for things not 
covered by the grant. 

Mayor Reque said he did not think 
Cattell’s handling of the HUD funds 
was a major problem. ‘‘We robbed 
Peter to pay Paul,’’ he said. 

The problems may have been ag- 
gravated, he added, because the person 
who succeeded Reque as mayor dis- 
regarded some letters from HUD inquir- 
ing about how the funds were used. 

Although Mayor Reque was highly 
supportive of Cattell, two Manistique 
city administrators who worked with 
Cattell daily said they had problems 
with Cattell. 

Clerk-treasurer Patricia Erickson 
said, *‘We didn’t have a very good 
relationship, and I'd rather not com- 
ment,’’ when the Press asked her about 
Cattell. 

Mike Faketty, Manistique superin- 
tent of public works, said Cattell ‘‘has a 
knack for getting grants,’ but had 
problems accounting for how the money 
was spent after it arrived. 

Faketty said he and Cattell had a 
falling out when the city manager asked 
him ‘'to falsify HUD records.”

Some commissioners were also un- 
happy with the city manager because 
‘this car was sometimes seen parked at a 
local bar early in the morning. ‘‘It 
looked bad for the city car to be parked 
in front of a bar at 8 a.m. Some 
commissioners were ticked off because 
he was not setting a good example," 
Moody said. 

Also adding to Cattell's problems, 
was the fact that he ‘‘never had very 
good relations with the press. Once he 
threw a reporter out of his office," 
Moody said.

The small southern Michigan city in 
Hillsdale County (population 1,500), 
was quite a change from Sault Ste. 
Marie (population 14,300) in Northern 
Michigan. His salary dropped from 
$26,750 to $18,000. 

The job apparently didn’t work out 
too welt for either Cattell or the city of 
Litchfield and they agreed to part 
company after he had worked for only 
two months—from April 2 to June 3, 
1978. 

(East Jordan officials never had a 
chance to check Cattell's references in 
Litchfield. however, because he did not

After his brief tenure as Litchfield 
city manager, Cattell waited nearly a 
year before landing his next city 
manager position. He started work in 
Cheboygan on May 29, 1979, but he 
lasted less than a year, leaving on May 
21, 1980. 

Ellis Olson, the current mayor of the 
city, had served on city council for eight 
years when he decided to take two years 
off in 1978. 

The city was on sound financial 
footing when he left office, Olson said, 
but in 1979, the council hired Cattell 
and, ‘‘He got the city in very deep 
financial trouble.’’ 

After being off the council for two 
years, Olson decided to run for mayor in 
1980. He won the election campaign- 
ing for ‘‘responsible fiscal manage- 
ment and a balanced budget.”’ 

‘*A financial crisis’’ existed when he 


took office again, Olson said. And not 
long after he was elected, he asked the 
city manager to resign. Cattell agreed, 
and his last day of work was May 21, 
1980. 

Olson said the city was unable to pay 
its bills at the end of May and during 
the month of June. Payment on about 
$150,000 worth of bills was delayed 
until the new fiscal year began in July, 
he said. 

Cattell disputes Oison’s descrigtion 
of the city's financial condition. ‘‘I got 
them a million anda half bucks in 
grants, and I put Cheboygan in the 
black,’’ Cattell said. 

Mayor Olson said: of Cattell: ‘‘The 
guy has a tremendous amount of ability, 
and he is very well educated. ‘‘But he 
had some personal habits that made it 
nearly impossible for him to do his job.’’ 

A year and three months after leaving 
Cheboygan, Cattell was hired in East 
Jordan.
